The Servant which let him in was a well-bred 
Maid, and Kin to Mr. Bear alfo, kept his Houſe il 
as being a Widower,and of opt ow Mar- 
riage to a good honeſt Tradeſman; however, 
ſhe coming into the Chamber and feeing the 
Barbarity committed, had her Throat cut by 
this Villain; which done, he opens the Trunk, 
and finds there Plate and ſome ſmall Matter 
of Money, and ſo departs.

Iſle of E 
Education upon him, as Reading, 3 
and caſting Accompts, about the Fifteen 
Year of his Age, he was pat an Apprentic 
to à Grocer living at Potton in Bedfordſbit, 
whom he.ſervd honeſtly, When he was "

of bis Time he married:a Neighbour's Daugh- 
| ter, by whom he hath now two. ſmall Chil- 

dren, and ſet up for himſelf in the Country, 
being at one time worth above Six hundred 
pounds; but was ſoon ruin'd by a Fire which - 
durnt all his Goods and Houſe to the Ground 
and not in a Condition to retrieve his Loſs, 
he came up to London, to avoid the Importu- 
nate Duns of Creditors, where lighting into 
a Gang of Highway-Men, he took their Cour- 
ſes, to raiſe himſelf, if poſlible, once more. 
However, having been upon ſeveral Exploits,

belonging to Bawdy Barnwell, a little Village 
within a Mile of the Univerſity of Cambridge 
well ſtuft with ſach fort of Cattle, who'll ſet] 
the foul Diſeaſe to a Gentleman, at a very 
moderate Price; he made up to theſe Gai. 
lants, and commanding them to Stand, he 
very civilly demanded their Money; which 
they refuſing, he took the Summ of Six 
Pounds or thereabouts from them by Vie- 
lence, and becauſe they gave him ſome Trou- 
ble before they would part with what they 
had, he was reſolved to put them to ſome 
ſhame ; for preſenting a couple of Piſtols to-

of a great Dutcheſs at St. James's, in which

It is not only expreſsly forbidden in- 
Exodus and Leviticus, but allo deteſted by 
St. Faul 5 Who, ſpeaking to the E pheſfans, ſays, 
et him that ftole, fteal no more; but let him 
rather labour, and work with his ona Hand:, 
_- Notwithſtanding this, wicked and licen- 
tious Men will not take this wholeſome Ad. 
vice, as appears by Arthur Chambers, who 
began very. early, for he took: to the Art and 
Myſtery of Thieving when he was but in 
Hanging-ſleeve Coats, and ſo continu'd in the 
unlawful Occupation till he grew to Mans 
Eſtate, by which time, having been often pu- 
miſht at hard Labour in Bridewecl, which beat- 
ing of Hemp the Thieves call Mill Dod); 
whipt at the Cart's Arſe, which they call 
Shove: the Tumbler, or Crying Carrois; and 
burnt in the Hand, or Faee, which they call: 
Glin:ming, be had an Inclination to leave it 
off, for fear the Nubbing- Chit, tbat is to lay, 
the Gallows, thould-catch him at laſt. 

But the extream-Poverty of his Parents de- 
priving him of the Advantage of having any 
Education beſtowed upon him, or-of being. 
put to a Trade, he was ſtill obliged to tat- 
tain himlelf by his irregular Couries, and ſo 
be took lumſelf to the paſſing or n — 
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Money for goods for which Employment he 


allowed three Shillings and fix pence in

Fought to condign Puniſhment for his great 
Villainies. This great Sum caus'd ſeveral Par- 
tics to look out after him, among whom were 
ſeveral» Perſons who had got ſufficiently by his 
Robberies; therefore, to be reveng'd on them, 
Bauf met with nine or ten of them one Day, as
